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This is in response to the Office Action dated June 18, 2002, in which the Examiner has 
required restriction between Group I, namely Claims 1-10 and 37-38, Group n, namely Claims 
1 1-14, Group m, namely Claims 15-17, Group IV, namely Claims 18-23 and 39-40, Group V, 
namely Claims 24-32, and Group VI, namely Claims 33-36. Applicant hereby elects to 
prosecute the claims of Group IV (Claims 18-23 and 39-40) and expressly reserves the right to 
file divisional applications or take such other appropriate measures deemed necessary to protect 
the inventions in the remaining claims.
